Cut-Outs  To  Help  in  Planning 

House  Planning — A  Family  Job 


ood  house  planning  is  a  family  job.  It  is  best 
done  carefully  over  a  period  of  time  and  in  easy  stages 
before  you  engage  a  builder. 

Before  planning  to  remodel  or  build  a  new  farm- 
house, let  the  whole  family  get  together  and  talk  over 
just  what  each  one  wants  in  a  house.  For  example, 
the  children  are  older  and  need  more  bedrooms  or  a 
i  more  spacious  living  room  for  social  gatherings.  A 
i  modern  kitchen  is  long  overdue.  The  growing  family 
needs  more  work  room  and  more  storage  space.  The 
aged  or  ill  have  special  needs.  But  when  planning 
keep  in  mind  changes  that  occur  as  the  family  grows 
up  and  the  children  marry  and  move  away.  Make  a 
list  of  these  needs.  And  be  sure  to  include  insulation, 
weather  stripping,  and  heating,  lighting,  water  and 
sanitation  systems,  repairs,  and  decoration  that  may 
add  to  the  cost.  Accident  and  fire  prevention  must 
also  be  considered  in  planning.  When  you  have  listed 
your  family's  needs,  the  next  step  is  to  plan  how  you 
can  build  to  meet  these  needs  and  keep  within  your 
building  budget. 


This  publication  is  prepared  as  an  aid  to  wise  plan- 
ning and  sound  investment  for  the  farm  family  that 
wishes  to  remodel  the  old  house  or  build  new.  First, 
study  the  room  lay-outs  (pp.  5  through  12).  Then 
each  person  who  helps  with  the  planning  can  be 
familiar  with  good  arrangement,  with  minimum  and 
desirable  room  sizes,  and  with  necessary  clearances 
around  furniture  and  equipment.  All  this  is  a  help 
in  planning  the  right  size  of  house  and  rooms  for  your 
own  family. 

Practical  house  planning  is  done  to  scale  and  tested 
by  furniture  cut-outs  of  the  same  scale.  Then  you 
are  surer  that  you  can  live  with  comfort  and  pleasure 
in  the  house  you  plan.  Also  when  your  plan  is  made 
to  scale  on  paper,  you  can  give  your  builder  a  copy  to 
show  him  exactly  what  you  want.  It  is  important 
that  you  and  your  builder  have  the  same  building 
plan.  By  following  the  directions  in  this  publication, 
you  can  make  a  cut-out  plan  to  scale  easily  with  the 
scale  and  ruler  card,  paper  and  scissors,  pencil  and 
pins. 


Get  Acquainted  With  Cut-Outs 


This  publication  contains  two  sets  of  directions: 
(1)  How  To  Use  Cut-Outs  in  Planning  To  Remodel 
and  (2),  How  To  Use  Cut-Outs  in  Planning  a  New 
House. 

Each  set  of  directions  has  four  main  steps. 

Step  1.  If  you  plan  to  remodel,  you  make  a  cut-out 
floor  plan  of  your  house  as  it  is,  without  any 
changes.  If  you  plan  to  build  a  new  house,  you 
make  a  cut-out  copy  of  the  best  house  plan  you 
can  find,  without  any  changes. 

Step  2.  Each  person  in  the  family  who  has  a  good 
idea  about  improving  the  floor  plan  just  made, 
draws  a  small  freehand  pencil  sketch,  ^showing 
his  ideas  for  additions  or  changes.  The  best 
ideas  are  then  combined  in  one  final  sketch. 

Step  3-  A  new  cut-out  floor  plan  is  made,  based  on 
the  final  sketch  plan  of  step  2.     The  rooms  are 


then  checked  for  size  and  arrangement  by  pinning 
the  cut-out  furniture  and  equipment  in  place. 
Step  4.  Your  plans  are  checked  with  an  architect 
or  builder  for  practical  construction,   good   ap- 
pearance, and  cost. 
The  instructions  will  be  easy  to  follow  if  you  take 
the  four  steps,  one  at  a  time. 

In  your  planning,  use  the  best  help  available. 
Good  farmhouse  plans  are  your  best  guide.  Your 
county  agricultural  and  home  demonstration  agents 
can  give  you  farmhouse  bulletins  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  of  your  State  agricul- 
tural extension  service.  They  also  have  regional  plan 
books.  Farmhouse  plans  also  appear  in  farm  maga- 
zines. Your  local  architects,  builders,  and  building- 
supply  dealers  can  help  you  with  construction  and 
cost  problems.

How  To  Use  Cut-Outs  in  Planning  To  Remodel 


Step    1. — Make   a   room-by-room   cut-out   plan   of 
your  house  as  it  is  now. 

Let  various  members  of  the  family  help  in  making 
this  plan.  Two  can  take  room  measurements,  one 
can  lay  off  the  rooms  on  paper;  another  can  cut  them 
out;  and  another  can  pin  them  down  on  paper. 

a.  Measure  the  length,  width,  and  height  of  each 
room,  closet,  hall,  stairway,  and  porch. 

b.  Lay  off  the  floor  plan  of  each  room  separately  on 
sheets  of  paper  using  the  scale  and  ruler  card. 
Cut  out  each  room,  marking  on  it  the  room  name 
and  the  measurements. 

c.  Arrange  the  cut-out  rooms,  halls,  stairs,  and 
chimneys  on  a  sheet  of  paper  or  cardboard  to  form 
your  present  house  plan.  (Leave  a  space  between 
the  room  cut-outs  to  allow  for  the  actual  thick- 
ness of  your  walls.) 

d.  Fasten  each  room  in  place  with  pins  or  gummed 
tape.  This  will  complete  the  plan  of  the  rooms 
of  your  house  as  they  are  now.  Do  not  change 
any  of  the  parts  of  this  plan  after  it  is  completed. 

Step  2. — Make  pencil-sketch  plans  of  your  ideas 
for  remodeling. 

a.  Place  the  cut-out  floor  plan  of  your  house  (which 
you  completed  in  step  1-d)  on  a  table  with  the 
front  of  the  house  toward  you. 

b.  Take  a  sheet  of  paper  and  make  a  freehand  pencil 
sketch  of  this  plan,  about  5  inches  square. 

c.  Draw  on  this  sketch  all  the  new  rooms  you  want 
to  add  or  the  changes  you  want  to  make  in  the 
old  rooms. 

d.  Try  several  plan  arrangements  and  use  the  best 
sketch  plan  as  a  guide  for  making  your  remodel- 
ing plan  with  cut-outs. 

Step  3. — Make  your  remodeling  plan  with  cut-outs. 

Make  your  remodeling  plan  a  completely  new  plan 
of  your  house,  separate  from  your  present  house  plan. 
Your  builder  and  building  supply  dealer  can  under- 
stand your  plans  best  if  they  can  compare  your  re- 
modeling house  plan  with  the  plan  of  your  house  as 
it  is  now.  Also,  you  can  figure  more  accurately  on 
repairs,  modernization,  painting,  and  papering  for 
the  entire  house. 


a.  Estimate  the  sizes  of  all  new  rooms  and  the  old 
rooms  to  be  changed,  and  make  room  cut-outs 
from  paper  using  the  scale  and  ruler  card. 

b.  Cut  out  and  use  furniture  to  see  if  the  rooms  are 
big  enough.  Avoid  crowding  the  furniture,  but 
remember  that  costs  increase  as  the  floor  area  is 
enlarged. 

c.  Put  the  paper  cut-outs  of  the  new  rooms  in  their 
places  and  connect  them  with  or  lay  them  loosely 
on  top  of  the  cut-out  plan  of  your  present  house. 

d.  Cut  out  the  new  halls,  stairs,  and  closets.  Use 
the  stair  patterns  to  make  the  paper  cut-outs  for 
new  stairs.  Cut  out  chimneys  and  fireplaces,  as 
needed. 

e.  Make  cut-outs  of  all  the  remaining  rooms  in  your 
present  house  that  will  not  be  changed  in  any 
way  when  you  remodel. 

f.  Now,  arrange  all  the  cut-out  rooms  to  form  vour 
complete  remodeling  house  plan  on  a  large  sheet 
of  paper  or  cardboard,  as  sketched  in  step  2-d. 

g.  Fasten  the  cut-out  rooms  in  place  with  pins  or 
gummed  tape,  leaving  wall  space  between  rooms. 

h.   Place  cut-outs  of  the  doors,  windows,  chimneys, 

and  fireplaces  on  your  new  plan  in  their  proper 

wall  spaces.     Use  original  locations  if  possible. 

Changes  in  chimneys  are  expensive.     Complete 

the  outside  walls  with  pencil  lines  or  with  cut-out 

strips    of   paper    to    represent    the    actual    wall 

thickness. 

i.  You  may  also  need  to  make  some  cut-outs  of  side 

views  of  room  walls.     Side-view  wall  cut-outs  of 

all   the   rooms   on   one  side   of  a   house   can  be 

arranged  to  make  a  complete  side  view  of  the 

house.     Space  them  apart  to  allow  for  floor  and 

wall  thickness.     The  side  view  will  help  you  to 

check  headroom  available  for  the  stairs  and  rooms 

with  low  ceilings. 

Are  you  going  to  like  to  live  in  your  "dream  house?" 

Use  the  check  list  (p.  4  of  cover)  to  see  if  your 

remodeling  plan  is  as  good  as  you  think  it  is.     Can 

you  make  a  more  convenient,  more  comfortable,  or 

less  costly  plan?      Are  you   sure  you  have   provided 

for  all  family  activities?     What  about  storage  space? 

Imagine  yourself  going  through  some  of  your  daily 

tasks.     Have  you  arranged  furniture  and  equipment 

to  do   these   tasks  easily?     You  might   like   to   try 

several  plans.     Choose  the  one  your  family  likes  best. 
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Step  4. — Finally,  double-check  your  plan. 

First,  get  an  experienced  architect  or  builder  to 
check  your  plan  for  practical  construction,  inside  and 
outside  appearance,  and  estimated  cost. 

Then,  if  you  are  ready  to  remodel,  have  working 
drawings  made  from  your  plan.  These  plans  should 
be  completely  dimensioned  and  show  all  necessary 
details  including  those  which  will  make  your  house 
as  safe  from  fire  as  possible.  Get  dependable  bids 
on  all  the  materials  and  labor  for  the  job.     See  that 


the  builder  follows  the  working  drawings  you  have 
had  prepared. 
Include  costs  for: 

Modernizing,  such  as  insulation,  storm  sash, 
weather  stripping,  calking,  heating  system, 
electric  wiring,  hot  and  cold  water,  plumbing, 
and  septic  tank. 
Repairs,  to  foundation  and  sills,  siding,  interior 
finishes,  floors,  roofing,  gutters  and  spouts, 
chimneys,  screens,  doors,  windows,  and  porches. 
Painting  and  papering. 


How  To  Use  Cut-Outs  in  Planning  a  New  House 


Find  some  farmhouse  plans  you  like. 

Prepare  for  planning  by — 

Choosing  the  house  plan  you  like  best  from  bulle- 
tins, catalogs,  or  farm  papers.     For  such  mate- 
rials, visit  your  county  agricultural  extension 
office  or  your  building-supply  yard. 
Seeing  an  architect  or  experienced  builder  about 
the  cost  of  a   house  built   according   to   this 
plan.      Ask  him  to  suggest  any  changes  in  the 
plan  that  would  make  it  more  satisfactory  for 
your  family  and    still    keep    the    cost  within 
your  building  budget. 
Then  obtain  blueprints  or  working  drawings  and 
specifications  for  construction,  if  available. 

If  you  cannot  get  working  drawings,  make  a  cut- 
out plan  from  the  illustrated  plans  of  the  house  you 
have  selected  from  a  bulletin  or  magazine: 

Step  1. — Make  a  cut-out  plan  exactly  like  the  plan 
you  have  selected. 

a.  Using  the  measurements  on  the  illustrations  of 
the  floor  plans  and  the  scale  and  ruler  card,  lay 
off  each  room  plan  separately  on  sheets  of  paper. 
Cut  out  each  room,  marking  on  it  the  room  name 
and  the  measurements. 

b.  Arrange  the  cut-out  rooms  to  form  the  new  house 
plan  on  a  large  sheet  of  paper  or  cardboard. 
Leave  a  space  between  the  room  cut-outs  to  allow 
for  the  actual  thickness  of  the  walls. 

c.  Fasten  each  room  in  its  place  with  pins  or 
gummed  tape. 


d.  Use  the  stair  patterns  to  make  the  paper  cut-outs 
for  the  stairs.  Use  cut-outs  of  clothes  and  other 
closets,  chimneys,  and  fireplaces. 

e.  Use  the  cut-out  furniture  for  each  room  to  test 
its  size  for  your  family's  requirements. 

Step  2. — If  rooms  must  be  changed  in  size  or  loca- 
tion, or  more  rooms  added  to  your  plan,  make 
pencil-sketch  plans  of  your  ideas  for  the 
changes  needed. 

a.  Take  a  sheet  of  paper  and  make  a  freehand 
pencil  sketch  of  your  plan  about  5  inches  square. 

b.  Draw  on  this  sketch  the  changes  in  size  or  loca- 
tion of  rooms  you  want,  and  add  more  rooms  if 
needed. 

c.  Try  several  such  changes  and  use  the  best  sketch 
plan  as  a  guide  for  making  your  new  house  plan 
with  cut-outs. 

Step  3. — Make  your  new  house  plan  with  cut-outs. 

a.  Estimate  the  sizes  of  all  these  new  rooms  and 
make  room  cut-outs  from  paper  using  the  scale 
and  ruler  card. 

b.  Use  furniture  cut-outs  to  see  if  the  rooms  are 
big  enough.  Avoid  crowding  the  furniture,  but 
remember  that  costs  increase  as  the  floor  area  is 
enlarged. 

c.  Put  the  new  paper  cut-out  rooms  in  their  places, 
connected  with  or  laid  loosely  on  top  of  the  cut- 
out plan  you  have  already  made.  Make  new 
halls  if  needed. 


d  Use  stair  cut-outs  as  patterns  to  make  the  paper 
cut-outs  for  new  stairs.  Make  cut-outs  of  any 
new  clothes  and  other  closets,  chimneys,  and 
fireplaces  needed. 

e.  Save  from  the  plan  made  in  step  1,  the  cut-outs 
of  the  rooms  you  have  not  changed. 

f.  Now,  arrange  on  the  large  sheet  of  paper  or  card- 
board all  the  cut-out  rooms,  to  form  your  com- 
plete new  house  plan. 

g.  Fasten  the  cut-out  rooms  in  place  with  pins  or 
gummed  tape,  leaving  wall  space  between  rooms. 

h.  Place  cut-outs  of  the  door  swings,  windows, 
chimneys,  and  fireplaces  on  your  new  plan  in  their 
proper  wall'  spaces.  Use  as  a  guide  the  picture 
and  plan  of  the  house  you  selected  from  the  bulle- 
tin or  magazine.  Complete  the  outside  walls 
with  pencil  lines  or  with  cut-out  strips  of  paper 
to  represent  the  actual  wall  thickness. 


Keep  the  appearance  of  the  outside  of  the  house  the 
same  as  the  architect's  picture  if  possible. 

Are  you  going  to  like  to  live  in  this  "  dream  house"? 

Use  the  check  list  to  see  if  your  plan  for  a  new  house 
is  as  good  as  you  think  it  is.  Can  you  make  a  more 
convenient,  more  comfortable,  or  less  costly  plan? 
You  might  like  to  try  several  plans.  Use  the  one  your 
family  likes  best. 

Step  4. — Finally,  double-check  your  plan. 

First,  get  an  architect  or  experienced  builder  to 
check  your  plan  for  practical  and  sound  construc- 
tion, inside  and  outside  appearance,  and  estimated 
cost. 

Then,  if  you  are  ready  to  build,  have  working 
drawings  made  with  details  and  specifications  written 
for  all  construction.  Obtain  bids  to  determine  total 
costs.
